I have received concerning the captioned problem which you and I 
have had occasion to discuss recently. 

With regard to the statement in the second paragraph of 
the Ercnmlec letter that I have made a request in behalf of the 
government that these remains be preserved pending decision by the 
Warren Commission, I have made no such request of the Fort Worth 
Police Department nor of any one else. As you know, I did discuss 
the matter with the i’ecret Service here on Friday, November 29th, 
and Saturday, November 30th, and I assume that somehow or other 
in their conversations with the Fort Worth Police that the latter 
got the Impression that the government was making some sort of 
official request. In any case, I had occasion on Thursday, Dec- 
ember 5th, to deny to the Associated Press that the government 
had made any request whatsoever concerning the preservation of 
this body. 



I understand that you arc working closely with the 
Warren Commission. Do you thin!; it would be appropriate for 
you to mention this matter to the Commission so that we might 
ascertain once said for all that the Commission has no interest 
in having those remains preserved? If it does not, then I will 
so advise Nr. Debar, author of the enclosed letters, and Trill 
also see what I can do, as indirectly as possible, to have the 
Fort Worth Police encourage Widow Oswald and Brother Oswald to 
have these remains cremated.
